(THE COMMISSION CONVENED AT 1415 HOURS.) 

DR. PETER LIEBRICH, a witness, took the stand and testified as 
follows: 

BY THE COMMISSIONER: 

O Will you raise your right hand and repeat after me: 
I swear by God, the Almighty and Omniscient, that I will speak the 
pure truth and will withhold and add nothing. 

(The witness repeated the oath.) 

Q Will you please state your full name? 

A ' Peter Liebrich, 

THE COMMISSIONER: You may sit down, 

DR. PELCKMANN: I have called the witness, Peter Liebrich, in order 
to have him testify concerning the aims, taks and activities of the medical 
units and medical leaders, especially the doctors zmx of the General and the 
Waffen-SS, that these were not criminal in the sense of the Charter, that 
they received no political training, and that the majority of them were 
drafted, 

THE COMMISSIONER: Very well. Dr. Pelckmann, will you please tell | 


me how much time you believe you will need for your examination? 
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DR, PELCKMANN: I believe I shall need about three-quarters of 


DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY DR. PELCKMANN: 
Q What is your profession? 
A Doctor of Medicine, Practical Physician. 
Were you a member of the General-SS? 
Yes, 
From what time and until when? 
I was a member of the General-SS from 1 May 1933 until l October 1936, 
What was the rank which you held in the 6626181-89 
My last rank was that of an SS-Untersturmführer. 
Were you a member of the Waffen-SS? 
Yes, I was a member of the Waffen-SS. 
At what time? 
A I was a member of the Waffen-SS from 1 October 1936 until the 
capitulation. 
Q Wouldn't it be correct for you to say that from 1936 until 1940 you 
were a member of the Replacement Army? 
A Yes, that is correct. Before 1940 the Waffen-SS was called SS- 
Reinforcement Troops. 
© Was the abbreviation for Replacement Troop in German V.T.? 
A The abbreviation in German was V. T. 


Q In order to distinguish between the abbreviation T.V., which meant 


Totenkopfverbinde? (Death Skull Units) 


A There was a strict distinction between the Replacement Troop and the 
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004 


Death Skull Units. The abbreviation for the latter was T. V. 
© What was your work as doctor within the General-SS? 

A Our activities as doctors in the General-33 confined themselves to 
medical examinations of SS applicants, examinations for eligibility of 
marriage, and listening to medical lectures. 

O What kind of service did you do with the medical echelon? 

A My work there consisted of medical examinations one night a week of 
SS applicants in the Surgical University Clinic, Moreover, my work as 
assistant doctor at the women's clinic at the University took up so much 
of my time that I had no occasion to do any other duty. 

Q Did you participate in any other duty within the SS aside from your 
medical work especially as concerns propaganda marches, the forming of cordons 
and the attendance at so-called training evenings? 

A I only did work as a physician in the General-SS. The work that we 
physicians did within the propaganda marches and general marches or meetings 
of.the 55 was only to such an extent as to have medical assistance in case 
of emergency or accidents. 

O And what about the training evenings? 

A We physicians did not attend the political training evenings of the 
SS because there was an order that said we were only to be used for purely 
medical duties and were not asked to attend any other functions. 

Q What were the principles you had to observe in the medical examin- 
ation of SS applicants? 

A The principles which we had to observef were as follows: We had 


to consider the physical health of the applicant as a whole, his ability to 


participste in sports, his freedom from any contagious disease or from 3 


disease that could be inherited, his teeth were examined, and there was a 
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sort of prophylactic treatment to prevent any disease. 

Q Is what you have just described to us typical of the SS as a whole 
or does it only apply to one small sector that was only known to you? 

A My work as a physician in the Freiburg-SS was typical of the work of 
all doctors in the SS. First of all I observed that the doctors of the 
Ceneral-SS did the same duty as I did in the Freiburg-SS and other places 
and later when I was a member of the Waffen-SS I saw that this was also true 
of other parts of the Reich. 

OQ What was the work carried out by the so-called "Sanitater", the 
medical assistants who had, as a whole, not been trained as a physician? 

A The medical assistant did work once a week that concerned itself with 
first aid and in the assistance of the caring for patients whose illness was 
watched over and supervised by regular doctors. The personnel of the sanitary 
units also did not have to carry out the duty of the other Sturms. The 
sanitary assistant or the medical assistant participated in propaganda 
marches and general marches only in the way that the physicians did, that is 
in their capacity as medical assistants and doctors. 

Q Do you know of the work that was done in the sanitary echelon of 
the Red Cross? 


A Yes, I knew this work in gereral. 


2 Was there any considerable difference between the medical service 


that was carried out with the Red Cross units and that carried on by the 
General-SS units? 

A No, there was no essential difference;in training, for example, the 
same text book was used, that is the Red Cross Primer, that was also used 


with the medical units of the SS for their training. 
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Q Were there any differences concerning ideological teaching? 

A No. As the medical employees in the General-SS were not in general 
given any ideological training, there was no essential difference, 

^ What was the reason for a man entering the medical service of the 
General-SS. Why did he enter the SS and why did he not enter the Red Cross? 

A The General-SS at that time increased considerably in membership so 
that it necessitated a greater number of doctors’who would be needed to carry 
out medical examinations and assistants, doctors who in their free time could 
do this duty, and these had to be recruited. The German Red Cross st that 
time already had been sufficiently staffed so that it was not necessary to 
recruit further doctors for them. 

© I shall now turn to the Waffen-SS. What rank did you have when you 
entered the Waffen-SS? 

A When I entered the Waffen-SS I was an Obersturmführer. That corresponded 
to the Oberarzt or Chief Doctor with the German Army. 

Q Ts this the rank of a First Lieutenant? 

A Yes, the rank of Obersturmführer or Oberarzt corresponded to that of 
First Lieutenant. 

Q What was your rank at the capitulation? 

A At the time of the capitulation T was Standartenführer, or Oberstarzt, 
corresponding to Colonel, 

Q That is to say that there was no distinct medical rank désignation in 
the Waffen-SS? 

A No. Within the Waffen-SS there was no distinct title to designate the 


rank of doctor, The doctors were distinguished only by the blue cord that 


surrounded the collar and the shoulder straps and by the Aeschylus staff which b 


was worn on the left arm, 
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Q To what units did you belong? 

A I belonged to the Standarte Deutschland (Standarte Germany}, to the 
lst SS Armored Division that is the Leibstandarte Adolf Hitler (Body Guard 
Adolf Hitler), to the Corps Staff of the lst Armored Division and to the 
Medical Office of the Waffen-SS Department II A, that is the personnel 
department. 

Q In what campaigns did you participate? 

A I participated in the following campaigns in the capacity of 
physician: Polish Campaign, 1939; the Western Campaign, 1940; the Greek 
Campaign, 1941; The Russian Campaign, 1941-42; the Occupation of Upper Italy, 
1943; the Winter Campaign in Russia, 1943-44; the Campaign in Normandy, 1944; 
the Ardennes Campaign 1944-45 and the retreat skirmishes in Hungary and 
Austria until capitulation, 1945. 

Q Did you also care for the wounded enemies in your capacity as Waffen- 
SS physician? 

A I myself, as well as all the medical services of the Waffen-SS that 
I know of, treated enemy wounded men at the front, 

^ Will you please tell of your treatment of the wounded in general 
concerning each campaign? 

A I remember, for example, the following incidents: During the first 
few days of the Polish campaign I treated Polish prisoners and sent them to 
the rear with the only ambulance at our disposal so that our unit was without 
an ambulance for several days. Then I remember that in Kielce in 1939 I 
myself treated civilians and Polish soldiers and personally took a Polish 


Colonel to the civilian hospital in Kielce and placed it at his disposal. 


1 took him there in my car so that he could use it for his own people. / 
2 
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During the French Campaign in 1940, in Flanders, where I was troop physician, 

I had erected a medical station in ER and there I treated English 
prisoners and also, for one example, an English Staff Officer who had sustained 
a severe injury to his buttocks and who after his treatment and after he had 
recovered, expressed his deep gratitude to us. In Cannes in 1941, in France, 
during the occupation of this city, all French hospitals in the city were left 
unmolested and I, as the troop physician, visited these hospitals personally 
and incuired of the Chiefs of Departments whether they had everything that they 
needed in order to treat the wounded and the i11 and I remember that we placed 
no guards around these hospitals. In 1941, during the Greece Campaign, in 
Pitolly, at our chief medical station many soldiers, I believe they were New 
Zealanders, who had been wounded in the Battle of Clyde Pass, were medically 
treated. The Greek military hospitals were all left unmolested, the doctors 
remained at their posts and treated their wounded in their own hospitals. 

In 1941-42, during the Russian "inter Campaign, the SS Military Hospital at 
Tagernroch repeatedly treated all Russian civilians, soldiers, and wounded 
people. During the Dieppe Landing operations my medical station treated 

Empire soldiers who had been very seriously wounded, I believe they were 
Canadians, in the town of Verneux west of Paris, day and night. During the 
Normandy Campaign at Caenmee, our medical stations treated numerous USA 
soldiers, especially at the stations that were directed by Drs. Stenzel and 
Wiebeck. Tor the express purpose of understanding the USA soldiers I employed 
a surgeon at that time who was able to speak both English and German. During 
the Ardennes Offensive I know that the medical stations of Dr. Stenzel and 


Dr. Luchesie also treated wounded American soldiers and files concerning these 


were kept in the medical books of those places. I especially remember a 7 
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place called Montenaux where we treated wounded American soldiers during the 
Christmas week under heavy enemy fire. I could also give some examples that 
would apply to other units. 

) Was there any distinction in the treatment of wounded enemy soldiers 
and your own wounded men? 

A No distinction was made. The principle of what, treatment was to be 
applied was the extent of the injury, not nationality. 

O Did you see to it that the wounded were transported towards the rear 
in order to be re-transported further away? 

A The wounded men of the enemy were transported to the rear within the 
scope of the medical transports, the same as applied to our own men. They 
were transported to the rear areas of the army za ground forces from where 
they were then transported further on to medical stations. Towards the end, 
although there was a lack of motor transport pools, the wounded of the enemy 
were transported towards the rear just the same as our own Soldiers were, 

MAJOR EDIYN-JONZS: Mr. Commissioner, I hesitate to interrupt, but 
it seems to me that this evidence is taking the inquiry very much further, 
It is not denied by the Prosecution that there may have been occasions were 
some German Army units may have enforced the rules of International Law and 
the Geneva Convention. But how evidence to do with incidents of that kind 
assists in this matter I cannot see to a great respect. 

DR. PELCKMANN: I want this witness, as he had a very high position, 
to prove and testify that within the medical units of the entire Waffen-SS 
treatment and service was applied according to the rules of International Law 


and the Geneva Convention, If I may be allowed to ask my next question, Mr. 


Prosecutor will see that T am now going to ask the witness to testify con- e^ 
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cerning the general training that was given these units within the scope of 
the Geneva Conventio and therefore I do not believe that even if the 
Prosecution can prove, which I doubt, that it claims that only few breaches 
of International Law and the Geneva Convention took place, it will not be 
able to show that the organization of the Waffen-SS as a whole and the 
medical service was a criminal one. Moreover, the witness and the line of his 
testimony has been approved by the Commissioner, who has thus also confirmed 
the relevancy of his testimony. 

MAJOR ELYYYN-JONES: Mr. Commissioner, as I understand that the witness 
is now moving to another question, I won't press my objection, 


THE COMMISSIONER: You may continue, Dr. Pelckmann. 


BY DR. PELCKMANN: 

O What measures and regulations were taken to assure that the treatment 
of wounded and prisoners would be carried out according to the regulations of 
the Geneva Convention? 

A The medical personnel of the Waffen-SS was trained and equipped 
according to the same general directives as the Army. The medical personnel 
of the Waffen-SS that had not studied were trained at the Replacement Battalion 
Units or at the Training Centers of the Waffen-SS. The personnel were selected 
as qualified people to carry out their duty and work in the service of humanity. 
People who had at any time been convicted by a court or those of bad reputation 
were not selected or not taken at all. Each medical soldiér and each medical 
non-commissioned officer had to pass an examination, the passing of which 
qualified him for giving medical service. The requirements were the same as 


those placed by the Army. The regulations of the Geneva Convention were 


taught time and again at the medical schools and the physicians of the troops 7 
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themselves again and again called the attention of the medical workers to 
these regulations, 1 myself had repeatedly informed and instructed medical 
personnel and physicians who were new arrivals at the troop. 

O Did the medical personnel take part in the fighting? 

A The medical personnel were prohibited from participating in fighting 
within the scope of the troop; moreover it would have been impossible for 
them because of the work that they had to do. On the whole a very high 
ethical standard prevailed with the administrative and the directive group 
of the medical troop of the SS. 

0 Did you ever receive any complaints concerning irregularities in 
medical treatment in the care of wounded enemy soldiers? 

A I did not receive any complaints from my doctors who treated enemy 
wounded soldiers. If I had received any such complaints I should have demanded 
that the people concerned be punished. I do remember one case, though, where 
one of the medical soldiers commited an offence. I believe he took away some 
personal property, a watch, of a wounded enemy soldidr. He was tried before 
a military court and punished. 

Q Was he an enemy soldier? 

A Yes he was an enemy soldier - a Russian soldier. 

Q Can you give an estimate about how many hundreds or thousands of the 
men you were in charge of in your capacity as, for instance, when you held 
the rank of Standartenfuhrer with the Adolf Hitler Body Guard and with the 
Corps Staff II of the SS Armred Division? 


A As a member of the Corps Staff of the lst SS Armored Division I was 


in a position to watch the medical service carried out by 2 Divisions. However, 


[O 


I had no authority of command over these medical stations, They were only 
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under my jurisdiction in my capacity as physician. Because of the frequent 
changes that took place at the Front, I had occasion also to have insight 
into the medical services of adjacent and neighboring divisions. 

Q From what time on did the drawing up of sanitary or medical personnel 
within the Waffen-SS take place? 

A Medical military units of the Waffen-SS were not drawn up until 
October 1939. Previously outs kd been within the SS Replacement Troops as 
they were called, only doctors and medical personnel necessary to see to the 
medical care of its members during peace-time. The medical services of the 
Replacement Troops did not participate in any field maneuvers before October 
1939. Before October 1939 there were within the SS no sanitary companies, 
no medical companies, no transport columns, no field stations and no sanitary 
troops. Before October 1939 there was also no medical reserve corps out of 
which any such unit might have been drawn up. 

© Did the medical personnel of the Waffen-SS enter voluntarily or 
were they drafted? 

A The majority of the medical personnel of the Waffen-SS were not 
volunteers. They were either drafted, transferred, or commandeered from 
other units of the Army. When I was in Berlin for half a year in 1943, the 
Waffen-SS had about 1500 doctors and dentists. Of this number there were 
only about 160 or 170 who held a lifelong active position in the Waffen-SS. 
All the rest were either drafted, transferred or commandeered. 

Q Had the majority of the members of the medical service who had 
either been drafted or transferred from other wehrmacht units, been 
members of the General-SS previously? 

A A very large number of the physicians in the Waffen-SS were neither a 


member of the Party nor a member of the General-SS. / / 
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Q Did the medical personnel of the Waffen-SS take part in supplying 
the concentration camps? 

A Medical personnel of the Waffen-SS had no hand in the events and 
crimes commited in concentration camps. Because of strict regulations 
concerning secrecy, the medical personnel of the Waffen-SS knew nothing of 
the evens and crimes committed in concentration camps that have now become 
known since the capitulation. The physicians on duty in the concentration 
camps were probably those who had already been there when the concentration 
camps were first installed. Another group of physicians was sent directly 
by the Replacement Office as Chief Doctors of any concentration camp, without 
ever touching the SS as such and the remaining physicians were sent from the 
personnel main office by the SS also direct and the number of these was very 
small. The physicians in the concentration camps were under the charge of 
the managing doctor or managing physician of a concentration camp. These 
were directly subordinate to the Surgeon General-SS. They were not under 
the jurisdiction of the Vedical Service of the Waffen-SS and had no contact 
with the physicians of the Waffen-SS. I myself did not one single time speak 
personally to any physician who was in charge of a concentration Campe 

DR. PELCKMANN: That is all. 


BY MAJOR ELWYN-JONES: 


Q Did you have anything to do with the training and the education of 


young SS medical students? 
A I had nothing to do with the training of the young medical students. 


I only had to give instructions to the physicians when they were being sent 


to army or field posts. 7 
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Q Did you know that victims of concentration camps were used for the 


purposes of instruction and experiment by young SS medical students? 


A I do not know that and I also cannot imagine that these young medical 


students were trained in concentration camps. 

Q Did the SS medical organization supply doctors for the Totenkopf 
Organization? 

A The SS medical system supplied the doctors for the Totenkopf Division, 
that is the only troop that was in the field. It did not supply the doctors 
for any other Totenkopf units, 

It did not supply any of the doctors for concentration camps you say? 
Do you mean the Waffen-SS? 
Yes, the Waffen-SS. 

A No. 

Q Did you yourself know of Dr. Rascher!s experiements and the experiments 
of other doctors in the concentration camps? 

A No. I only learned of this after the capitulation. 

Q Because the curious thing, you see, is that those experiments were 
being carried out at Himmler's request, partly for the benefit of the SS. 

A I do not know that any such experiments were carried out for the 
benefit of the SS, That is unknown to me. 

O Did you know that Rascher was transferred to the Waffen-SS so that 
he could there be protected, by the fact that the SS was above the law, 
from the consequences of his own murderous experiments? 

A I did not know that Rascher was transferred to the Waffen-SS. 

Q You came under the Reichs Surgeon of the SS, did you? 


A Wo. As members of the field troop we were subordinate to the next 


Lr 
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superior medical service of the Army. For example, we were under the 
jurisdiction of the Division Surgeon, the Corps Surgeon, or the Army Surgeon. 
The Surgeon-General-SS had no authority of command over the medical service 
units of the Waffen-SS, The medical system of the Waffen-SS belonged to the 
SS Fuhrungshauptamt (SS Operation or Main Office). The Surgeon General-SS 
only had the right of medical inspection within different units, 

Q Did you not see any of the photographs of the Rascher experiments 
that were being displayed for the benefit of the German armed forces? 

A No, T have never seen any photographs and I do not know of any such 
photographs. 

Q Have you any knowledge of the experiments that were carried on by 
the SS Surgeons upon prisoners, with poison bullets? 

A I have just learned of this fact now. Previously I had no knowledge 
of this. 

9 Do you know SS Oberführer Dr. Mogrowsky? 

A Yes, I know him. 

2 What was your relation with him? 

A I had no personal connection with him. He was the Hygienic Consultant 
within the Waffen-SS but he belonged to the office of the Reichs Surgeon=SS. 


Q He was the Supreme Hygienist of the Reich Surgeon-55, wasn't he? 


A Yes, he was the highest Hygienist of the Reichs Surgeon, Dr. Grawitz., 


Q Were you receiving directives from him as to your duties as a Waffen- 
SS medical officer? 
A I received no instructions from him while I was with the army because 


we received our instructions from the Consultant Eygienist of the Army Troops. 
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CROSS EXAMINATION 
BY ELWYN JONES: 


A I received no instructions from him when I 


was with the army because we received our instructiohs 
hygienists 
from the/Smmmancamk of the army troops. 


Q And that commandant presumably received his 
instructions from higher up, didn't heX, from Dr. B 

A I consider that impossible because these hygienists 
were under the jurisdiction of the inspector of the amy 
medical group, whose name was Dr, Handlohser. 

Q How is it these hygienist ame to be experiment- 
ing on persons with poison bullets, akonotin nitrate bullets, 
KXEXXERXXEX upon prisoners. I am œ oting, Mr, Commi ssi ner, 
from the document L-103, U S 467, 

DR. PELKMANNs I should like to object to the 
question ظ‎ ecause the witness has testified he knew nothing 
about the experiments, and probably the fact that the 
physicians had nothing to do with the Reich $&mmmx Surgeon 
SS, and, therefore, any answer Dr, Liebrick might give 
would be only speculation whim is not admissible. 

MR. ELWYN JONES: He has admitted he know 
Dr, B----------, and I am suggesting this witness knew 
perfectly well about these experiments upon human beings,

Q With what unit were you serving in Russia? 

A I was in charge of the second medical compa ny 
at that time until January ar Rabrarx February.

Q To what unit was that medical unit attached? 


a It belonged t the first SS armored division 
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of Hitler's body guard and belonged to the Reich Kleist, 
or the first armored army. 

Were you present when Himmler addressed that 
division on the day of Metz? On the occasion of the mw esen- 


tation of the historical Nazi flag? 


A I don't know to which time you refer, was it 1940? 
v 3 


Q Well, were you ever present when Himmler addressed 
this division? 

A That was the only time Iwas in Metz and was 
there when Himmler spoke kuxkhmxkx at the Adolph Hitler 
EXX leibstandarte,. I should lite to call your attention 
to the fact though that Iwas not present at the conference 
that took place with a smaller group that I heard of later. 
Q "o Himmler addressed tw groups, did he, a large 
group representing the division as a whole and a small 
select group, is that right?

Q What did Himmler say in his address to the 
division as a mhmXER whole, which you heard yourself? 
a I don'tr emember in detail what he said. I just 
remember on the whole it was an order to keep up discipline 
and order and. a reminder to persevere in future battles.

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A During the whole time I was with the SS it was 
the sole time I heard Himmler. 

Q But those extractions I have given, those were 
characteristic speeches and directives of Himmler as the 
head of the SS, weren't they? 

A lhe comrades with whom I served, 
were of a different opinion from this.

A The medical assistant did work once a week that concerned itself wi th 
first aid and in the assistance of the caring for paticnts whose illness was 
w^tehed over and supervised by regular doctors. The personnel of the sanitary 
units also cid not have to carry out the duty of the other Sturms, The sanitary 
assistant or the medical assistant participated in propaganda marches and 
general marches only in the way that the physicians did, that is in their 
capacity as medical assistants and doctors. 

Q Do you know of the work thet was done in the sanitary cchelon of the 
Red Cross? 

A Yes, I knew this work in general. 

Q Was there any considerable difference between the medical service tht 
was carried out with the Rod Cross units and that carried on by the General-SS 
units? 

A No, there was no essential difference; in training, for example, the 
same text book was used, that is the Red Cross Primer, that was also used with 


the medical units of the SS for their training. 
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Q Were there any differences concerning ideological teach- 
ing? 

A No. As the medical employees in the General-Ss were not 
in general given any ideological training, there was no essential 
difference, 

Q What was the reason for a man entering the medical sor- 
vice of the Gonoral-SS. Why did ho enter the SS and why did he 
not enter the Red Cross? 

A The Goncral-SS at that time increased considerably in 
membership so that it necessitated a grcator number of doctors 
who would bo necdod to carry out medical cxaminations and assist- 
ants, doctors who in their free time could do this duty, and 
these had to be recruited. The German Red Cross at that time al- 
ready had boon sufficiently staffed so that it was not necessary 
to recruit further doctors for them.

Waffen-SS that had not studied were trained at thc Replacement Battalion Units 
or at the Training Centers of the “affcne5S, The p rsonnel were selected as 
qualified people to carry out their duty and work in the service of humanity, 
People who had at any time been convicted by a court or those of bad reputytior 
were not selected or not taken at alle :ach medical soldier and each medical 
nonecommissioned officer had to pass an examination, the passing of which quali 
fied him for giving medical service, lhe requirements we e the same as those 
placed by the army. The regulations of the Genzva Convention wore taught time 
and time again at the medical schools and the physicians of the troops them- 
selves again and again called the attention of the medical workers to these 
regulations, I myself had repeatedly informed and instructed medical personnel 
and physicians who were new arrivals at the troop. 


Did the medical personnel take part in the fighting? 


A The medical personnel were prohibited from participating in fighting 


within the scope of the troop; moreover it would have been impossible for them 
because of the work they had to do. On the whole a very high ethical standard 
prevailed with the administrative and the directive group of the m.dical troop
